REPORT 

The  Council  of  Management  have  pleasure  in  submitting 
their  Report  for  the  year  1942,  which  may  be  regarded  with 
satisfaction,  showing  a  credit  balance  on  the  year’s  working 
of  £1,965  Os.  5d.  It  is  proposed  to  transfer  the  balance  on 
the  General  Fund  at  the  end  of  the  year  to  a  Reserve 
Fund  to  help  to  pay  for  the  furnishing  of  the  new  wards 
when  the  Hospital  takes  possession. 

Naturally,  during  the  strenuous  times  of  war,  difficulties 
of  many  kinds  are  constantly  arising,  but,  with  the  good  will 
of  the  Matron  and  all  the  staff,  these  have  been  overcome, 
and  much  assistance  has  been  given  by  members  of  the 
British  Red  Cross  Society  and  Civil  Nursing  Reserve,  to 
whom  we  tender  our  sincere  thanks.  Among  others  to  whom 
we  are  very  grateful  for  their  help  are  members  of  the 
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Volunteer  Stretcher  Parties,  Fire  Watchers,  those  who  attend 
to  the  telephone  after  office  hours,  and  those  who  help  with 
the  clerical  work,  which  showns  no  sign  of  diminishing. 

Mrs.  Thorp  Wilson  has  resigned  the  Honorary  Secretary¬ 
ship  of  the  Linen  Guild,  and  the  Council  passed  a  resolution 
thanking  her  for  the  very  valuable  services  she  had  rendered 
the  Hospital  during  past  years  in  organising  the  Guild  and 
acting  as  Treasurer.  This  duty  has  now  been  taken  over 
by  Mrs.  F.  H  .Anderson.  The  requirements  of  the  Hospital 
for  linen,  blankets,  etc.,  are  ever  growing,  and  the  cost  has 
increased  very  considerably  during  the  last  three  years,  so 
that  it  is  hoped  that  all  who  can  will  aid  the  Fund  with 
subscriptions. 

A  welcome  donation  of  £200  has  been  received  from  the 
Committee  of  the  Hitchin  Warships  Week.  This  was  the 
bulk  of  the  unexpended  sum  raised  for  the  expenses  of  the 
week,  and  was  handed  to  the  Hospital  on  condition  it  was 

lent  to  the  Government  free  of  interest  for  the  duration  of  the 

% 

war — after  which  it  is  to  be  invested  for  a  permanent  endow¬ 
ment  of  the  Hospital. 

Thanks  are  due  to  the  Hitchin  and  District  Workers 
Hospital  Fund  which,  under  the  terms  of  the  Agreement, 
contributed  £3,681  15s.  lid.  from  their  No.  1  account, 
presented  the  Hospital  with  a  trolley  at  a  cost  of  £23 
from  their  No.  2  account,  and  gave  a  further  £30  from  their 
No.  3  account.  The  number  of  days’  treatment  afforded  to 
members  of  the  Fund  in  the  Hospital  was  11,013,  an  increase 
of  1,091  days  over  last  year. 
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Thanks  are  also  due  to  the  Canadian  Red  Cross  and  the 
U.S.A.  War  Damage  Relief  Fund  who  have  supplied  the 
Hospital  with  many  very  useful  gifts. 

The  work  of  the  Hospital  is  steadily  increasing,  as  the 
following  figures  show.  The  number  of  In-patients  admitted 
during  1942  was  1,599.  Of  these  159  were  Emergency 
Medical  Service  cases  and  28  were  Road  Accidents.  The 
latter  were  in  Hospital  595  days  and  thus  cost  the  Hospital 
£327  5s.  Of  this  amount  £69  13s.  Id.  has  been  recovered, 
while  12  cases  are  still  unsettled.  There  were  879  operations 
in  the  Theatre,  and  562  patients  were  X-rayed.  The  average 
weekly  cost  of  each  In-patient  was  £3  17s. 

In  the  Out-patient  Department  3,916  patients  were  treated, 
of  whom  219  received  Opthalmic  treatment;  32  were  Road 
Accidents,  and  249  Emergency  Medical  Service  cases.  In  the 
Surgery,  314  minor  operations  were  carried  out,  and  1,603 
patients  were  X-rayed.  The  cost  of  each  Out-patient  was 
5s.  8d.
